ason Aldean

If the sight of Will Ferrell staring at 
a man's penis in a bathroom doesn't 
appeal to you, stay away from this 
R-rated comedy. For away. The actor 
goes ultrabroad here as a spoiled mil- 
lionaire investor with a Bel Air mansion 
and pretty, too-young fiancee. Then, 
boom! He's arrested for embezzlement 
and fraud and sentenced to 10 years in 
a maximum-security prison. Terrified 
and in tears, he offers $30,000 to 
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his cash-strapped car washer (Kevin 
Hart) to help him toughen up and "get 
hard" for jail life. See, he assumes 
Hart is an ex-con because of his skin 
color — and there's more stereotyping 
where that came from. Watching 
6-foot-3 Ferrell taking orders from 
5-foot-4 Hart is a worthy gag in itself, 
and the stars try their mightiest to 
measure up to their comic personas 
— the former as a lovable doofus; 


the latter as an insecure, fast-talking 
jester. Too bad the three screenwriters 
couldn't flesh out a smarter narrative 
for them! Instead, they rely on crass, 
repeated jokes about rape and gay 
panic. And a scene of Ferrell hanging 
with a white-supremacist gang is 
off-putting at best. By the final act, the 
entire concept is scrapped as Hart and 
Ferrell play bumbling cops and robbers. 
Haven't we been punished enough? 




Many films examine the perils of get- 
ting older; this indie comedy perfectly 
nails it. Meet Cornelia (Naomi Watts) 
and Josh (Ben Stiller), a childless, 
yuppie Brooklyn couple keenly aware 
they're only getting more staid in their 
lives.
